While starting to mount the stair­ 
way to the second floor of the K. of 
P . Building, where he was to build a 
clothes chest, Lewis W. Jones, 66, a 
veteran of the Civil War and a cabi­ 
net maker, was today stricken with 
•apoplexy and his death occurred al­ 
most 
immediately. 
His 
body 
was 
found about 7:45 o’clock this morn­ 
ing on the third step of the stairway 
by Herman Boss© 
of 
the Thomas 
Clothing Company. 
Mr. Bosse had started to sweep 
the side walk in front of the Thomas 
Clothing store, whifh is on the first 
floor of the K. of P. Building, and 
walked 
over towards the stairway 
leading to the second floor. 
He no­ 
ticed someone on the steps and on 
closer inspection found it was Mr. 
Jones. 
He realized at once that he 
had been stricken and knowing that 
Mr. Jones’ 
son, Harry 
Joliet, was 
working 
in 
the Sciarra 
building, 
South 
Chestnut 
street, 
telephoned 
him to 
come 
immediately. 
A few 
minutes later 
Harry Jones reached 
the K. of I*, building and tried to 
arouse his father and then discovered 
that he was dead. 
A physician was called before the 
body was removed to Hustedt's un­ 
dertaking 
establishment. 
A" 
Mr. 
Jones’ death occurred without a med­ 
ical attention, it was necessary to 
hold an inquest and Coroner I lick- 
meyer was notified. 
The inquest was 
held this afternoon and a number of 
witnesses were examined. 
His offi­ 
cial verdict has not been filed but he 
will probably hold that Mr. J o n e s 
death was due to an attack of heart 
trouble. 
Mr. Jones, who is 
a 
trustee of 
Herndon Lodge, Knights ot Pythias, 
had been engaged to build a clothes 
chest in the club rooms on the second 
lloor of the building. 
He had ar­ 
ranged with his son, Harry, to do the 
work today. 
Harry Jones went to 
the K. of P. building about 7 o’clock 
and built a fire in the club room and 
then went to the Sciarra building, 
where he had planned to meet his 
father about 
eight 
o’clock. 
They 
wen* to work at the club rooms to­ 
gether. 
Mr. Jones was born July 19, 181th 
at Lawrenceburg, Ky., aud was the 
son of Mr. and Mrs. Simeon Jones. 
His father died when he was a small 
boy and during bis youth he was com­ 
pelled to rely very largely upon him­ 
self. 
In 1861 he moved to this city. 
Because of his youth he could not 
enlist at the opening of the Civil W ar, 
but as soon as he was accepted he 
entered the service 
of 
the Union 
army. 
His enlistment, however, oc­ 
curred during the close of the war 
and his term iii the army was of 
short duration. 
On D ecem b e r 25, 1872, he was 
united in marriage to M iss M an 
I. 
Carter, daughter of 
Mr. 
and Mrs, 
Travis Carter, pioneers of this coun­ 
ty. 
To them three sons were born:

At a recent meeting of the Coun­ 
ty Centennial Organization in this 
city, Henry Aldredge, M. S. Blish and 
A. Summers were appointed as a com­ 
mittee to investigate the advisability 
of locating a permanent monument 
upon one of the historical spots in 
this county as a feature of the In­ 
diana Centennial Celebration. 
The 
members of the committee, desiring to 
locate the most favorable place, if 
such a monument is erected, has made 
inquiry concerning several sites pro­ 
posed. 
Mr. Blish, knowing that 
George 
Pence, of Indianapolis, would know 
of all the historical places of the 
county, wrote him explaining the pur­ 
pose of the committee and asked him 
if he know of any historical sites in 
the county where it would be suitable 
to erect such 
a monument. 
Mr. 
Pence’s home is in Columbus and he 
probably knows more about Indiana 
history than any other man in the 
state. 
In his letter Mr. Blish inquired 
concerning the story that Aaron Burr 
had stopped at a cabin near V al­ 
lonia. 
Mr. Pence replied that he did 
not believe that Burr ever got this 
far from the Ohio River, although it 
is known that he reached Jefferson­ 
ville. 
In his letter, however, Mr. 
Pence told of a point in the northeast 
part of this city which is the inter­ 
section of the boundary lines agreed 
upon with the Indians on September 
30, 1809 and on August 21, 1805. 
The suggestion made by Mr. Pence 
will he taken up in a short time by 
the committee and presented before 
the organization. 
The letter written by Mr. Pence 
follow s: 
January 14, 1916. 
“My Dear Mr. Bilsh:—

New York, January 15.— One man 
is known to have been killed and oth­ 
ers may have lost their lives when 
an internal explosion blew off the top 
of the submarine E-2 at the Brook­ 
lyn naval yards this afternoon. 
Reports of the number of dead ran 
as high as five. 
Many were injured. 
Officers said it would be impossible 
to accurately determine the number 
of dead for some time. 
Some of the 
men were dead when earned out.

defective battery is thought to have 
caused the explosion. 
The interior of the submarine was 
found in flames by the party who 
rushed to rescue the party on hear­ 
ing the boom. 
While a dozen men 
played water into the flames others 
rushed in and began dragging out the 
injured. 
The officer of the day said 
that while only one man was known 
to be dead, others were thought to be 
in a dying condition so badly were 
they burned.

eral Carranza has promised vigorous 
action.

ing band of outlaws in that region. 
This band is being actively pursued 
in order to insure its capture. 
W here­ 
upon condign punishment which their 
crime deserves, will be meted out to 
every guilty participant. 
"Constitutional troops have been or­ 
dered to establish strong guards to 
forefend any repetition of the out­ 
rage." 
W h ile the president and his advis­ 
ers are insisting as strongly as ever 
upon a continuance of "watchful w ait­ 
ing," sentiment in congress in opposi­ 
tion to the policy and vigorous action 
is growing. 
Another resolution, call­ 
ing for intervention was introduced, 
and the sharpest attacks that yet have 
been made on the president’s course 
toward Mexico were heard in the sen­ 
ate. 
Some of the president’s supporters 
In 
congress 
are 
showing 
signs 
of 
wavering. 
Speaker Clark made this significant 
statement 
in 
regard 
to 
Mexico: 
"There is nothing to say about the 
Mexican 
situation 
except 
that 
the 
United States ought to compel the 
people down there to respect Am er­ 
ican rights as to persons and prop­ 
erty." 
The cabinet meeting developed an 
unanimous 
opinion 
that 
Carranza 
should be given every chance to make 
good his promise without interference 
by this government. 
W hether failure 
by him to demonstrate his ability to 
control the situation w ill be followed 
by drastic steps on the part of this 
government, officials of the adminis­ 
tration declined to predict. 
Much w ill 
depend on whether there are further 
murders 
of American 
citizens. 
To 
prevent this the state department is 
using every effort to get Am ericans 
out of the danger zones. 
Prior to the cabinet meeting the 
president held a long conference with 
Senator Stone, chairm an of the for­ 
eign 
relations 
committee. 
Senator 
Stone said he was opposed to armed 
intervention as long as there was hope 
that Carranza could handle the situa­ 
tion. 
The 
British 
embassy, 
it 
was 
learned, w ill probably make inquiries 
of the state department soon, as to 
what 
course 
of 
action 
the 
United 
States contemplates 
taking for the 
general 
protection of foreigners in 
Mexico. 


London, Jan. 15.— A series of sensa­ 
tional disclosures is contained in a 
dossier furnished the American em­ 
bassy by the British authorities, con- 
eisting of bank books, check stubs and 
letters taken from Captain Franz von 
Papen, the recalled m ilitary attache 
to the German embassy in W ashing­ 
ton, when he arrived at Falmouth on 
the liner Noordam on Jan. 2. 
Captain 
von Papen’s baggage was searcned by 
the authorities and some of his pri­ 
vate letters and documents were kept 
Captain von Papen at once commu­ 
nicated with the American embassy 
here, asking for a protest in W ash­ 
ington. 
The 
authorities 
explained 
that the safe conduct granted Captain 
von Papen covered only his person. 
The dossier furnished the Am eri­ 
can embassy discloses, among other 
things, the following facts: 
That Captain von Papen, through 
the firm of G. Amslck & Co., of New 
York, by checks, drawn on the Riggs 
National bank of Washington, paid 
W erner Horn, alias Van Horn, who 
attempted to blow up the Canadian 
Pacific bridge at St. Croix, Maine, the 
sum of $700 a few days previous to 
the commission of the outrage. 
That through the same agency he 
paid Anton 
Kuepferle, the German 
■spy who committed suicide in Briston 
prison here, the sum of $100 just 
prior to Kuepferle’s embarking for 
his mission. 
That Captain von Papen kept the 
German consulate in Seattle regular­ 
ly fed with large sums from the be­ 
ginning of February, 
1914, until a 
fortnight prior to the outrage occur­ 
ring on May 30, when the last pay­ 
ment of $500 was made. 
The documentary evidence reveal­ 
ing these facts constitutes an array 
totaling half a bushel basket of pa­ 
pers. 
The letters, bank books and 
check stubs show conclusively that 
whenever an outrage has been com­ 
mitted in the United States, prior to 
that time extensive payments were 
made by von Papen to that particular 
locality. 
They also show' significantly, as in 
the Horn case, that on the day prior 
to the payment of $700 von Papen’s 
special bank account was augmented 
by $2,000. 
They show, too, a number of pay­ 
ments direct from Ambassador von 
Bernstorff to von Papen to what was 
enigm atically 
termed 
"w ar 
intel­ 
ligence work.” 
There are more than 500 entries, 
conveniently giving the most damag­ 
ing details, including a check stub for 
$100 marked "Paid Amsick & Co.,” 
another written, “ Kuepfesle," while 
the one for $700 was marked "Fo r 
Horn." 
All these have been furnished the 
American 
embassy. 
Photographic 
copies and originals also w ill be furn­ 
ished Washington as soon as they are 
finished. 
In addition to the financial docu­ 
ments, the letters w’hioh are impound­ 
ed are of value in themselves, teem­ 
ing with insult of the American presi­ 
dent and containing even threats of 
the iron determination on the part of 
Germany to wreck vengeance on the 
United States. 
Von Papen was evidently unaware 
of this limitation, but there is no 
doubt that Captain Boy-Ed, who sailed 
a week later was apprised by wireless, 
as when he was frisked at the same 
port where Archibald and Captain von 
Papen yielded such a harvest, the re­ 
sult was barren. 
These are not isolated cases, but 
are examples of the general run of 
the dossier. 
W hen further details be­ 
come known they w ill enable the Uni­ 
ted States to lay hands upon prac­ 
tically all the German agents who 
have been in the pay of von Papen 
since the outbreak of the German pro­ 
paganda in the United States.

Kruger were employed at the Ban ­ 
croft textile m ills and lived at a board­ 
ing house known as Bancroft hall, 
which is within a stone’s throw of the 
Hagley yards’ plant of the Dupont 
powder works. 
The arrests were made by W illiam 
O. Crimmins and H arvey Davis, fol 
lowing 
an 
investigation 
which 
is 
thought to have been inspired by the 
numerous explosions at the Dupont 
powder factory. 
Originally 
the 
federal 
authorities 
had only one warrant, but further in 
vestigation 
revealed 
there were at 
least four Germans in this neighbor 
hood who were wanted for breaking 
their 
paroles 
and 
fleeing from 
in­ 
terned German warships. 
Three more 
warrants were secured and after the 
arrests the men were taken to Glou­ 
cester City, N. J. 
The dredge upon which Altman and 
Klatstein were employed was doing 
work at the Dupont, a United States 
coast defense.

New York, Jan. 15.— Five persons, 
including a woman, and Edward W eb­ 
er, cousin of Albert Weber, of the 
Deutsche bank, in Berlin, were indict­ 
ed by the federal grand jury for con­ 
spiracy to ship contraband rubber to 
the German government in violation 
of our customs laws. 
Albert Weber, who is believed by 
the federal authorities to he in charge 
of the department of rubber control 
for the German government, has a 
hand in activities here. 
The defendants named with Edward 
W eber in the indictments drawn up 
by Assistant United States Attorney 
Content were Paul Schmidt, Max Ja e ­ 
ger, 
a 
German 
auto 
manufacturer, 
Mrs. 
Annie 
Dekkers, 
a 
Hollander, 
whose alleged part was to take the 
rubber over, and Richard Wohlberg. 
All the defendants w ill be arraigned 
in the United States district court on 
Monday morning.

The annu al report of Su rgeon G en­ 
eral Blu e of the U nited States pu blic 
health 
serv ice 
records 
the 
largest 
am ou nt of work done in the history of 
th a t organization. Since the passage of 
the law of 1012 the pu blic health fu nc­ 
tions of the serv ice hav e m aterially 
broadened. The report lay s stress on 
the economic im portance of disease 
prev ention. 
Scientific inv estigations of m alarial 
infection showed th at the m ost im por­ 
tant agent in carry ing the infection 
throu gh the w inter season is m an, and 
not the mosq u ito, as was prev iou sly 
su pposed. Stu dies of occu pational dis­ 
eases and indu strial hy giene w ere in­ 
stitu ted a t sev eral places du ring the 
y ear. 
A su rv ey of the indu stries of 
Cincinnati was m ade to determ ine the 
cau se of the prev alence of tu bercu losis 
am ong indu strial workers. The inv esti­ 
gations relating to the m igration of 
persons 
su ffering 
from 
tu bercu losis 
w ere completed. 
Inv estigations of the pollu tion of 
stream s and tbe ex am ination of shell­ 
fish were also condu cted. 
Trachom a 
was combated in the A ppalachian m ou n­ 
tains, where it is m ost prev alent, ov er 
12,000 cases being treated.

NOW 7,621 NATIONAL BANKS. 


Charters Issued to 138 In 1915 — Law 
Strictly Administered. 
The annu al report of th e com ptroller 
of the cu rrency shows th a t only fifty - 
fou r entirely new national banks w ere 
organized in the last calendar y ear. 
There w ere 138 national banks char­ 
tered in th a t time, howev er. 
Of these 
iiftv -fou r, w ith an au thorized capital of 
$4,032,000, had been state banks and 
thirty , "with on au thorized capital of 
$1,8 35,000, -were reorganizations of pri- 
iu the redu ction of ty phoid and other 
v ate or 8 tate banks.

HOBNAIL SHOES FOR SOLDIERS 


Reco mmendatio ns Made by Inspecto r 
Generai Garlingto n. 
H eav ier inarching shoes, re-enforced 
w ith hobnails, are recommended for 
the foot regim ents of tbe arm y by In­ 
spector General E. A. G arlington in his 
annu al report 
W hile su perior in de­ 
sign to any prev iou s pattern, the re­ 
port say s, the present footgear wou ld 
not stand the test of campaign serv ice. 
Shortage of line officers is a seriou s 
m enace to the serv ice, the report as­ 
serts, becau se of increasing dem ands 
u pon tbe line for other du ties. 
A corps 
of officers for instru ction of m ilitia 
and other du ties aw ay from the troops 
is u rged. 
The inspector general recommends 
the abandonm ent of the annu al test 
ride for officers as hav ing “failed to 
accomplish any good pu rpose” and th at 
officers ov er forty -fiv e y ears of age be 
ex cu sed from the annu al obstacle ride. 
In general the report finds the regu ­ 
lar arm y a well eq u ipped, efficient, 
well fed organization and has only m i­ 
nor recom m endations to make.

Sp eculation Is Rife as to the Attitud e 


of Italy In Reg ard to the Invasion 


of 
Monteneg ro— French 
Aviators 


Raid Buig ars. 


Ixmdon, Jan. 15.— It is officially an­ 
nounced in Home that the French sub­ 
marine Foucault, attached to the Ita l­ 
ian fleet, torpedoed and sank, in the 
Adriatic sea. an Austrian scout cruis­ 
er of the Novara type. 
Announcement from Vienna regard­ 
ing the Montenegrin campaign seems 
to dispose quite effectually of the re­ 
ports that a truce with Montenegro 
had been concluded. 
An Athens dispatch reports a raid 
by a squadron of French aviators on 
the first line Bulgarian trenches in 
the Strumitza sector, in which heavy 
damage was done the entrenchments 
and the Bulgarians suffered the loss 
of a number of men killed and wound 
ed. 
Quiet prevails on the Franco-Bel- 
gian front, according to the Berlin 
report, which says that stormy weath i 
er has held the operations there to • 
solitary 
artillery 
engagements 
and 
hand grenade and bomb fighting. 
Cettinje, the Montenegrin capital, 
has been taken by the Austrians. 
It 
now 
seems 
inevitable 
that 
Monte­ 
negro will experience the fate that be­ 
fell Servia. 
The fall of Cettinje was seen only 
to be a question of time when the Aus­ 
trians took Lovcen, the dominating 
height near by, and it was announced 
that the Montenegrins were preparing 
to evacuate the little city, which had 
been their seat of government. 
The Montenegrin forces that was 
offering a desperate, but hopeless, re 
sistance in the Ix>vcen sector is be­ 
ing pursued, the 
Vienna announce­ 
ment states. 
Its only avenue of re­ 
treat seems to be into northern A l­ 
bania, which is hardly friendly terri­ 
tory owing to the attitude of the 
tribesmen there. 
It is authoritatively announced that 
the reported offensive of the Teutonic 
allies against Salonica did not occur. 
The rumors that the attack had been 
begun against the forces of the allies 
apparently originated in the activity 
of the 
French 
in 
blowing 
up 
the 
bridges connecting Salonica with the 
road over which the attackers would 
norm ally travel. 
All the bridges de­ 
stroyed were in Greek territory. 
Speculation is rife as to the atti­ 
tude of Italy has adopted with regard 
to the invasion of Montenegro by the 
Austrians. whieh constitutes a grave 
menace to Italian interests. 
The fact that Italy’s superior fleet 
did not prevent an Austrian squadron 
from assisting in the reduction of Mt. 
Lovcen. which dominates the harbor 
of Cattaro, is being commented upon, 
though experts admit that there is 
not a sufficient basis of information 
from which to draw deductions in the 
matter.

However, we 
had got used to the object, which was 
often protruded over the bedclothes 
and examined w ith loving care by its 
owner. 
W e had a dainty little ward, with 
blue silk quilts on our beds and quan­ 
tities of flowers. 
Between 3 and 5 in 
the afternoon visitors were allowed, 
and the ward would be graced by the 
presence of m any lovely ladies. 
One 
sunny afternoon soon after 3 we were, 
most of us, chatting gayly with our 
friends, except the man who had lost 
his arm. 
H e got bored by himself and thought 
he would look at Archibald. 
Out A rch­ 
ibald came over the top of the quilt 
M y visitor was the first to notice him 
and with a little gasp of horror re­ 
membered a train she had to catcli. 
The other ladies soon looked in the 
same direction, and in a quarter of ar 
hour the ward was empty. 


Difficulties of Maimed. 


Apart from the personnel of hospi­ 
tals, there are often little incidents 
which occur during convalescence or 
afterward which have their funny side 
(writes a convalescent British officer).

and enjoy a stroll down Piccadilly as 
much as ever. 
In fact, sometimes 1 
quite forget that I am lame.

other day a friend of mine came up to 
me in the Hub.

a ll right?” he asked 
cheerily. 
“ Yes, thanks,” I answered. 
“ Still very lame, though,” he said. 
“ Wed. 1 am a bit, but it might have 
been worse,” I replied.

Secretary Redfield, In a memoran­ 
dum on business conditions transmit­ 
ted to President Wilson, pictures the 
country as in the most prosperous state 
of its history. 
The warning is added, 
however, that w ar’s inflation of com­ 
merce w ill last only until the war ends 
and that business foresight alone w ill 
prepare the United States for peace. 
The slump that w ill follow’ the war, 
Mr. Redfleld’s summary declares, must 
find Am ericans ready to take their 
share of the world’s trade unhampered 
by provincial notions. 
False values 
created by unusual conditions, he fears, 
may lull the United States into a fan­ 
cied commercial security. 
“ It is not to be expected,” the secre­ 
tary says, “ that our business move­ 
ment w ill continue in its present form. 
No one dreams that we can now or in 
the future maintain an export move­ 
ment of more than five billions actual 
value or that we may sanely expect an 
apparent net balance in our favor on 
merchandise transactions of three bil­ 
lions hi any one year. 


Nations Sp end ing Cap ital. 
“ It is alike impossible and undesir­ 
able that these things continue. 
It Is 
inqiossible because the world has not 
the power to pay to any one nation 
such vast sums for any long period. 
In addition to the waste of war, the 
nations are not spending their incomes 
in our markets, but their capital, and, 
vast as it is, there are limits to wrhich 
the continuance of the process is desir­ 
able, for it would make us the Midas 
among the nations and produce a mor­ 
al overstrain that would be dangerous. 
“ W e should 
be subjected through 
having such a giant’s strength to the 
temptation to use it like a giant. 
E v ­ 
ery evil that excessive power brings to 
men would threaten us.” 
Opportunities for a normal prosper­ 
ity after the w ar are outlined, the sec­ 
retary declaring that the United States 
has jumped to first place among the 
nations in international trade. 
“ W hether we shall remain the first,” 
the memorandum continues, “ depends 
upon the vision and energy of our bank­ 
ers*. 
manufacturers, 
merchants 
and 
farmers. 
W e have for the first time in 
our history a sound system of finance, 
in this one respect our preparedness 
is complete. 
Our finances can be mo­ 
bilized on demand to meet the needs 
of trade. 
Enterprise and investment 
may move with a certitude never be­ 
fore known as regards our fiscal sys­ 
tem. 
W e hold the greatest gold re­ 
serve of history. 


“ Peace Munitions” Here. 
“ Both financial power and effective 
means of using that power are in our 
possession. 
Together they may form 
a basis of commercial and financial op­ 
portunity." 
o f the change to come at the end of 
.he v.ar tlu* secretary says: 
"The w ar order must he replaced by 
(he peace order, and. as has been said, 
the whole foreign trade must readjust 
itself to a more normal basis. 
"W e are. 
furthermore, 
tHe source 
from which purchases for rehabilita­ 
tion must be made. 
Already from botli 
groups of belligerents there is assur­ 
ance of heavy purchases of munitions 
of peace to offset, in part at least, the 
sales of munitions of war. 
" If ray analysis be sound we shall 
lose the abnormal part of our export 
trade and shall fail back to a basis 
which we may fairly expect w ill be 
larger than that before the war. 
W e 
may keep if we w ill the first place. 
It depends on ourselves. 
About it only 
this one thing can be said with cer­ 
tainty— tliis opportunity and the pros­ 
perity affected by it w ill be just what 
we choose to make it.”

helping hand. The extension divisions 
of state universities have promised six* 
cial assistance in rural communities 
It is felt by those behind the move­
